Antiocii Post Office 
Does Thriving Auto 
Use Stamp Business 



More iliaii 1,250 federal use stamps 
for aulDuiobiles have already been sold 
by the Antioch post office, Postmaster 
Roy W. Kufalk announces, and sales 
are continuing at a rapid rate. 

.Aniioch's original allotment of 400 
stamps—the amount issued to second 
class postofTices — has already had to 
be supplemented with four additional 
re-orderiugs to fill the demand, Kufalk 
stales. 

This somewhat unusual condition is 
apparently due, he explain?, to the fact 
that .Antioch "draws" trade from a 
considerable -area; to the fact that 
uiany people commute 'from this region 
to work in Chicago and other towrvs, 
or- slop here en route on truck hauls 
to or ' from Chicago; and, since the 
stamp' is "a federal and not a state one, 
■many persons who may possibly have 
their real post ofTicc addresses else- 
where have purchased their stamp 
while in -Antioch. 

Ily comparison with Waukegan, 
1.125 stamps had been sold here at the 
same dale when K,(JUO had been sold 
in W:'ukegaii. Whereas .Antioch's vil- 
lage population, exclusive of the in- 
numerable surrounding "subdivisions" 
al llie various lakes and resort areas, 
is listed at 1,100, Wnukegan's urban 
population of well in excess of .13,-100 
has been considerably increased by the 
influx of defense workers and workers 
in industries. Hence, judging by this 
one comparison which may be dupli- 
cated elsewhere, the local situation is 
believed to be somewhat unusual, 

.Antioch now has a reserve supply 
of abtjut .WtO stamps on hand, and ad- 
ditional supplies will be re-ordered as 
needed. Kufalk says.

day with the filing of candidates* pe- 
titions with the county clerk. 

"The county couiinittee makes no 
endorsements of candidates," an au- 
thorized spokesman told the News to- 
day. It was admitted, however, that 
individual members of the group tnay, 
and probably will give their support to 
some of tlie office-seekers. 

Heading the county G. O. P. candi- 
flales, and wlio probably will be one 
01 the first to file, is County Judge 
I*erry L, JV-rsons, dean of county of- 
fice holders who has presided over the 
county court for 32 years and now 
seeks another four-year term. 

Judge J'ersons' name has become 
almost synionyinous with the county 
judgeship, so regularly has his name 
appeared on the ballot every fourth 
year, and his "right" to hold ofTice 
has not been suc<:essfully clv.TlIeneged 
for over three decades, although Harry 
Hall, present stale's attorney, nearly 
turned the Irick in VJ3A when he fell 
a scant A()0 votes short of defeating 
the veteran jurist. Judpc Persons 
could have retired ot:i pension several 
years ago, hut the $6.0')0 sal.iry and 
the judge's love for work has provided 
sulTicient inspiration to him to "carry 
on." 

A trio of likely candidates have 
been mentioned as possible opponents 
for Judge Persons, including Attor- 
neys Paul Doolen, HcrmaiL C. Litch- 
field and Clarence Brown. Smart 
politics, according to Id campaigners 
will indicate that only one entrant 
should emerge as the candidate oppos-' 
ing the iucundient if there is to be 
hope of victory— anul there would bo 
hoi>e in a two-way race for the G. O. 
P. nomination, according to many

Siver, past commander of the Homer 
I^ahringer post of the .American Le- 
gion. "lUid" Siver is secrct-iry-treas- 
urer of tlie Siver Hardware company 
of Waukegan. 

Xelson, a "graduate" of the county 
treasurer's ofTce where he served as 
chief clerk and later as county treas- 
urer, before beii:g elected to his pres- 
ent post as i)rahate clerk, has always 
had strong organization support in his 
c:.nipaigns for office— a factor which 
is said will be lacking in his forihcom- 
ifig campaign for re-nomination and 
election.

.lidale to succeed his chief.

Five hundred pounds of scrap rubber are needed for 
every medium tank. A battleship may contain as much 
as 9,C00 tons of scrap metal. Ten thousand tons of 
■waste paper will be needed this year to make ammuni- 
tion containers alone. Three miles of copper wire go 
into a modem bomber.

Toluol, basic ingredient in trini- 
trotoluol the famed TNT. is being 
made synthetically from a petrole- 
um base in two large plants erected 
snecificaily for the defense pro- 
e?am and chemical experts, said 
that it had been expected or. gin a ly 
that these plants, together with oh- 
crs under constrcction, would sup 
ply all the toluol needed. 

Recently, however, largely be- 
cause of lease-lend shipments to 
anti-Axis powers,' the United Stales 
government has called upon the 
natural toluol industry to turn over 
70 per cent of its production jor ex- 
plosives. Toluol is a by-product 01 
coal, and is derived from the coke- 
oven process of steclmaking. 

A largo part of recent purchases 
have gone to Russia for processing 
in explosive plants. 

Russia al.so has taken large quan- 
titles of picric acid for production 
of explosives. This material, which 
wc used in large amounts in \\orld 
War I for explosives production, 
was diverted to other uses during 
the peace interval, and its use here 
for explosives was not resumed be- 
cause we have turned to use of 
smokeless powder. Principal use of 
picric acid here has been in produc- 
tion of plastics. 



Sequoia Peaks Receive 

Names of Scientists 

PORTERVILLE. CALIF. — The 
names of four renowned scientists 
have been given to major features 
in the Sequoia National park. 

J. K. Hlliotl, park supervisor, said 
the U. S. board cn geographical 
names approved national park serv- 
ice recommendations for naming 
the features. 

Four of the names were given to 
mouiitain summits, all more than 
l.'J.OOO feet high, none of which is 
more than three miles from Mount 
Wiitncy. highest point in the United 
States. The summits wore named 
Mounts Cliamberlain, Halo, New- 
comb and Pickering in honor of the 
famous scientists. 

George Ellery Hale, for whom one 
of the features was called, organ- 
ized tho Kenlwood. Yorhes and 
Mount Wilson observatories.

The 
manner in which a man uses this 
God-given day of rest is a remark- 
ably accurate indicator of his spiri- 
tual condition. 

We have before us the account of 
a very busy Sabbath day which our 
Lord spent in Capernaum, the city 
In which most of His mighty works 
wore done, but which ignored Him 
and His teaching to its own destruc- 
tion (see Matt. 11:23, 24). As we look 
at our Lord's activity on that day 
we learn what we may do with our 
Sundays to make them bear fruit 
for eternity. We find Him in three 
places. 

I. In the Church (vv. 21-28). 

The Sabbath day found our Lord 
with His people in the synagogue, 
their place of worship. Tlie serv- 
ice of worship was probably for- 
mal and lacking in spiritual vital- 
ity, but nono-thc-Iess He was there. 
What have we to say if we miss the 
, opportunity for fellowship and serv- 
ice which church attendance brings 
us? 

Observe that because He was 
there He (as a distinguished relig- 
ious teacher) was called upon to 
teach llic people. He taught them ] 
in the serene consciousness of His 
divine authority, and the people 
were delighted and astonished at 
His message. We may not serve 
exactly as He did, but if we pre- 
sent ourselves in God's house on 
His day we will find the way opening 
for us to sliarc in the worship. 

• Jesus not only spoke, but He per- 
formed a miracle. Certain it ts that 
we could not do what He did, but 
we can be ready to give ourselves 
in service as well as in worship, or 
in speaking. There is much work 
to be done in the church, and God's 
people should bo ready and will- 
ing to do it. 

II. In the Home (vv. 2D-31). I 
From the synagogue Christ went 

into the home. How appropriate] 
We too should go from the church 
to the home, always bringing with , 
us the strength and blessing of the i 
worship service. j 

The daughter of a great preacher 
and Bible teacher said the thing she 
most loved in her father was that 
he did not give out the "cream" of 
his Christianity in his meetings and 
bring home the "skim milk." Too 
often we fail to bring into the home 
the power and beauty of the service 
in the church. We wlio have been i 
very sweet and spiritual in the 
church should not come home to be 
sour and crabbed. ) 

Jesus brought a blessing into \ 
Peter's home, miraculously healing 
his mother-in-law of a great fever, 
setting her free to serve. Here 
again we cannot do what He did, 
but we can, in His name, bring pow- 
er and blessing into our homes. 

III. In the City (vv. 32-34). 
From the home the ministry of 

Jesus reached out to the entire city. 
As the strict laws forbidding travel 
on the Jewish Sabbath were set 
aside by the coming of sundown, not 
only the city but the entire country- 
side brought their sick and needy 
to Him. 

The scene staggers the imagina- 
tion as one attempts to conceive of 
this coming together of troubled hu- 
manity for the Master's touch. 
Mark tolls us that He healed many; 
Matthew, that He healed all, and 
Luke, tlie physician, is emphatic in 
saying that He healed every one of | 
them. , I 

We may learn from this incident ' 
that our Christian faith, whicli has i 
been developed and slrongthcnod by | 
our time of worship and service in 
the church, should not only rellcct 
itself in the home, hut should roach 
out into the life of «ie community 
in which wu live, rhc primary in- 
terest of tliu ChrisUan in his cily 
or the plauu of his residence should 
be spiriluul, n dtslre to bring to 
bear upon Iho people of the commu- 
nity the power of the gospel. 

There is, however, a secondary 
responsibility wliich is of niucli im- 
portance and that is the extending 
of Christian i/iHuence into every 
phase of school, social, political, 
and business life. It is said tiiat 
when D. L. Moody came into a bar- 
ber shop the entire course of the 
conversation changed. The Clu'is- 
lian should have an influence on 
'problems of social welfare, the work 
of the public schools, the proper con- 
duct o! business in tlie community, 
and surely upon its political life. It 
is suui that if every Christian in 
America would vole according to 
his profe.ssed convictions we could 
put the saloons out of business in a 
single election. Why not do it?

Recently, however. Inrgcly be- 
cause of lease-lend shipments to 
nnti-Axis powers, the United States 
government has called upon the 
natural toluol industry to turn o\cr 
70 per cent of its production for ex- 
plosives. Toluol is a by-product_of 
coal, and is derived from the coke- 
oven process of steelmaking. 

A large part of recent purchaFos 
have gone to Russia for processing 
in explosive plants. 

Russia also has taken large quan- 
tities of picric acid for production 
of explosives. This material, which 
we used in large amounts in Worm 
War I ft -v explosives production, 
was divert xl to other uses during 
the peace interval, and its use here 
for explosives was not resumed be- 
cause wc have turned to use ol 
smokeless p:.wder. Principal use of 
picric acid here has been in produc- 
tion of plastics.

' A BUSY SABBATH IN 
CAPEKNAUM 

LrSSON TEXT-Mnrk 1:21.34. 
GOLDEN TEXT-I was In the Spirit on 
Ihc Lord's day.— iicvclallon 1:10. 
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The Sabbath of the Jew and the 
Lord's Day (Sunday) of the Chris- 
tian were both intondQ,d to be days 
of rest. The ordinary activities of 
life were to cease and one was to 
be free to worship and to rest. The 
manner in which a man uses this 
God-given day of rest is a remark- 
ably accurate indicator of his spiri- 
tual condition. 

We have before us the account of 
a very busy Sabbath day which our 
Lord spent in Capernaum, the city 
in which most of His mighty worits 
were d- fe, but which ignored Him 
and His teaching to its own destruc- 
tion (see Malt. 11:23, 24). As we look 
at our Lord's activity on that day 
we learn what we may do with our 
Sundays to make them bear fruit 
for eternity. We find Him in three 
places, 

I. In the Church (vv. 21-28). 

The Sabbath day found our Lord 
with His people in the synagogue, 
their place of worship. The serv- 
ice of worship was probably for- 
mal and lacking in spiritual vital- 
ity, but none-the-Icss He was there. 
What have we to say if we miss the 
.opportunity for fellowship and sorv- ! 
ice wliich churcn' attendance brings | 
us? 

Observe that because He was j 
there He (as a distinguished relig- i 
ious teacher) was called upon to 
teach the people. He Inught them . 
in the serene consciousness of His I 
divine authority, and the pcopiu I 
were delighted and astonished at | 
His message. We may not serve 
exactly as He did, but if we pre- ' 
sent ourselves in God's house on ' 
Hjs day we will find the way opening ] 
for us to share in the v;orship. 

Jesus not only spoke, but He per- | 
formed a miracle. Certain it is that . 
we could not do what He did, but ! 
we can be ready to give ourselves 
in-service as well as In worship, or 
in speaking. There is much work | 
to be done in the church, and God's ' 
people should be ready and will- , 
ing to do it. j 

II. in the Home (vv. 29.31), ! 

From the synagogue Christ went 
into the home. IIow appropriate! 
We too should go from the church 
(o the home, aI\Va/s bringing with 
us the sirengih and blessing of the 
worship service. i 

The daughter of a great preacher 
and Bible teacher said the thing she 
most loved in her father was that 
he did not give out the "cream" of 
his Christianity in his meetings and 
bring home the *'skim milk," Too 
often we fail to bring into the home 
the power and beauty of the service 
in the church. We who have been 
very sweet and spiritual in the 
church should not come home to be 
sour and crabbed. 

Jesus brought a blessing into 
Peter's home, n^iraculously healing 
his molhcr-in-Iaw of a great fever, 
sctt'jg her free to servo. Hero 
again we cannot do what He did, 
but we can, in His name, bring pow- 
er and blessing into our homes. 

III. In the City (vv. 32-34).

Matthew, that He healed all, and 
Luke, the physician, Is emphatic in 
saying that lie healed every one of 
them. 

We may learn from this incident 
that our Christian faith, which has 
been developed and strengthened by 
our time of worship and service in 
the church, should not only reflect 
itself in (he home, hut should reach 
out into the life of the community 
in which wc live. I'lie primary in- 
tere.st of the Christian in his city 
or the place of his residence should 
be spiritual, a desire lo bring to 
bear upon the people of the commu- 
nity llie power of the gospel. 

There is, however, a .secondary 
responsibility which is of niuch im- 
portance and that is the extending 
of Christian i/iduenee Into every 
pha.sc of school, social, political, 
and business life. It is said llial 
when D. L. Moody came into a bar- 
ber shop the entire course of the 
conversation changed. The Chris- 
tian should have an innucnce on ■ 
problems of social welfare, the work ! 
of the public schnols, the proper con- j 
duct ol business in the community, i 
and .surely upon its political life. It : 
IS said that if every Clwislian in ' 
America would vote according to , 
his professed convictions we could 
put the saloons out of business in a ' 
single election. Why not do it? I

L. Kutil, Ag. Teachert 
Advises Indirect Fer- 
tilization 



(By C. L. Kutil) ■' 
Many farmers' do not realize that 
legumes cut ifor hay or soybeans har- 
vested 'for seed are soil robbers. 

There are, several reasons for this 
lack of information. Legumes plowed 
under or cut for hay and the manure 
therefrom returned to the soil increase 
the soil nitrogen and thus increase the 
yields on the following corn and grain 
crops. In this way legiunes behave as 
soil-building crops only <wheii the 
whole crop is returned to the soil di- 
rectly or in the form of manure.. 

On the other hand, if the hay is sold 
or the .-ioyhean seed is sold, much fer- 
tility is lost and the soil will be de- 
plete<l. For instance, in I*.*40 the state 
of Indiana harvested 814,U(K) acres of 
soybeans for seed. The 10,989,000 
bushels of soybeans threshed con- 
tained 8,240,000' pounds of phosi)hatc 
mineral and 10,900,000 pounds of pot- 
ash mineral. When sold, it would 
mean that 319 tliirty-ton carload.s of 
phosphates and potash left that state 
in one year. This does not lake into 
consideration the lime and other nnn- 
erals that would also be lost. 

If farmers sell the soybean seed 
crop or 'market soybean hay, they 
unist in time return the fertility lost. 

i'-xperience has shown that >oybean> 
do lU'i ;espond very well to direct fer- 
tilization, tlierefore, fertilizer must be 
applied el.-ewiiere in tlie rotation, pre- 
ferably to the grain crop. Apply a 
liberal amount 10 the grain seeding. 
It will benelit your new hay seeding if 
the grain is u.-ed as a nur-^e crop. 
Later when soybeans are planted they 
will do better because llie soil will be 
i:i Jietter comliliLin to'grow them. 

i'irst of all. if the soil is acid, lime 
-liould be aiiplied this winter. Apply 
according tu acidity i)reseni. Then 
apply about .KKt pnmnU of (1-20-20 fer- 
:ilizer per acre, ?-o as to replenisli the 
pho-phate- nv.d p-»t;ish lost. 

If fertili/in.y grain, this is best ap- 
jdied on lop of the ground and disked 
or harrowed in. If you nmst fertilize 
the soybean cr«>i>. tlien it is best 10 
^pread the feriili/er on loj) of the 
jrouucl aiul plow it under, lie sure 
not to Use any lurlher fertilizer wlien 
planting, h'ertilizer i- very injuriuns 
to the tender new shoot- of the 
-prt>titing -oybean when :i;ipl:e(i in di- 
rect cniitacl with the .--eed, 

Tliis article is not written to dis- 
courage farmers from growing soy- 
beans, rather to inform tbem of the 
Died- of the crop tu grow il succcss- 
fu'L- and vl'I not wear out ihe land.

Gardenias 

Gardenias do not have to bo plant- 
ed in peal. Leaf mold would be 
better and the addition of a little 
very fine sand would aid. If leaf 
mold is not available would use peat, 
as it is next best material. They 
are rank feeders and soil should 
be one-fourth manure if latter is 
well rotted. But the most impor- 
tant point is to see that drainage is 
good.

RATIONING: 

To Increase 

Additional rationing was doomed 
a certainty, with the placing of 
.sugar on a- pound-a-wook basis. 

In fact, it was known that those 
who controlled the priorities were 
frowning even on some of the 
civilian defense activities. 

Among lhe.se were the "indiscrim- 
inate knitting of sweaters." which 
was said to have a bearing on a pos- 
sible shortage of wool. 

Another was the sellipg of com- 
modities in tin cans when they could 
be otherwise packaged or sold in 
bulk. Among the list was baking 
powder, beer, biscuits, candy, con- 
fectionery, cereals and flour, choco- 
late and cocoa, cofTco, dog food, 
petroleum products, spices and con- 
diments and tobacco. 

Shipbuilders wore being asked so 
to design their ships that they could 
use steel of the type milled for auto- 
mobiles— somewhat narrower plates. 

Leon Henderson would be in 
charge of retail rationing, and 
James S. Knowlson in charge of 
that v.'hich occurred in industrial 
quarters, it was announced.

AFACASSAR: 

First Victory 



Find Coitifi Tow^i^her 

.As tiio Russians announced that 
the "lost live Germnn'Miad been re- 
moved from iMoscow province, and 
that the invaders in the Rhzev area 
woi-e trapped and doomed, and as 
they swarmed ever closer to .Smo- 
lensk,, they repurtoti that the Nazi 
resistance v.-as growing sti/Tcr. 

Tliis, the Red Wva\\ command .said, 
was to be expected, but they drew 
nnich cheer from ll'^? fact that one 
victory was following another still, 
and that the general tacHcal cu:n- 
paign was shaping up well. 

One expert in Hed tactics said 
muoh credit was being given to a 
new Russian system of putting fair- 
ly lieavy artillery into the front line 
with the infantry. 

Tliis, he pointed out, was a bold 
procedure, but one which the Ger- 
mans, with nothing heavier than 
trench mortars in Iho front lino, 
were finding It difllcult to combat. 

The Russians have '10 mm. guns 
nnd some 7Gs in the front linos, and 
though they arc not so mobile, they 
are even being handled by man- 
power when horses cannot be found 
to draw them. 

These guns Are at point-blank 
range, and were given much credit 
in winning the battle of Mozhaisk, a 
Iieavily fortified point. 

The death loll is terrific in war- 
fare at 40 below zero. Correspond- 
ents at the front state that wounded 
oie within 10 or 15 minutes unless 
kept immediately warm, as their 
wounds Instantly freeze. 

The Russians, however, being 
adept at life under such conditions 
are reportedly sufTcrlng much less 
tlian the ill-equlppod and prepared 
Germans.

Americans had hailed the Battle 
of Maca.ssar straits as the first def- 
inite American victory over the Jap- 
anese, worked out in conjunction 
with the indomitable Dutch. 

The action amounted to the virtu- 
al trapping of a large Jap convoy 
in the straits, probably heading for 
a frontal assault on Java or Sumat- 
ra, and its virtual decimation with 
heavy losses in men and ships for 
the Nippon forces. 

The fight lasted several days, and 
a number of Japanese warships 
were engaged by light American 
naval vessels including destroyers 
and submarines, nnd by consider- 
able forces of airplanes. 

One of the earliest ships sent to 
the bottom in the engagement was 
Jap aircraft carrier, and if she 
was not sunk she was immobilized 
by a direct torpedo hit, and that 
meant she was useless as a carrier, 

This meant instant air supremacy 
for the American-Dutch forces, and 
they went to work without mercy. 
One vessel after another was de- 
stroyed and as others were dam- 
aged and the Japs attempted to 
keep their convoy intact by slowing 
, their pace to that of the slowest 
vessel, they were hopelessly trapped. 

It apparently took more than si.x 

days for the Japs to negotiate the 

less than .500-niiie journey through 

the straits, and the toll was upward 

, of 31 vessels. 

The engagement showed several 
things— that strong air reinforce- 
ments liad arrived from the United 
States into the area; that th'oy 
were being deployed elTeclively to 
prevent a furtlier southward j'apa 
nese invasion of the East Indies; 
that American naval units, once al 
grips Willi llie Japs, could give a 
good account of themselves; Uwt the 
early toll of Iwo ships a day could 
easily be enlarged to a deadly 
amount of shipping, on amount 
which the Japanese could not lose 
and continue their pace 'n ■'■ ■ r-outh 
Pacific.

The passage of the compromise 
price control bill, setting ceilings on 
7-1 commodities, brought to a head 
a situation which nov.- was in the 
hands of llie government, namely 
infiation of commodity prices.

The senate vole had been at a 
higher ratio than the house, G5 to 1 1.

All Henderson's previous work, 
wherever it did not conflict with the 
ceilings in the bill, immediately v,'as 
validated, and became the law of 
the land, just as though congress it- 
self had announced the ceilings. 

Maximum penalties were one 
>enr in prison and a $5,000 fine 
for willful violations of the law. 

A fight had been expected against 

Henderson on the grounds that the 

former administrator had been 

■ close to the President, wiio himself 

had been chief critic of the bill. 

U-BOATS: 

Active in Atlantic 

A constant succession of sinkings 
of American and allied vessels in 
the north Atlantic, many of them 
close to the coastline, had .revealed 
that U-boat activity was being 
pressed to the utmost. 

The U. S. navy reports from the 
eastern ocean had been that their 
efforts were being redoubled, and 
that certain successes had been 
scored. The policy of not announc- 
ing U-boat sinkings was being fol- 
lowed. howL'vcr.

REINFORCEMENTS: 

For 10 Areas 

The arrival of a considerable 
force of American troops in north- 
ern Ireland had been an exciting bit 
of news which the press leaped on 
with avidity, and which brought 
from the Wiiite House the. statement 
that this was but one of six, eight or 
ten areas to which reinforcements 
had been sent. 

Pressing the President for more 
information, newsmen succeeded in 
getting the revelation that help is 
being rushed with all possible speed 
into the Pacific war theater. 

Nothing was said ofTlcially about 
the identity of the Northern Ire- 
land troops, but the fact that a major 
ger.eral was named commander and 
that his staff included brigadiers led 
many to believe it was at least a 
division. 

News dispatches from Ireland, 
passed by censorship, used the 
words "from their training ground 
in Louisiana" and the fact that they 
had come "from mid western 
homes," but this was as close to 
Identification as the war department 
would permit. 

President DeValera criticized the 
sending, said his government should 
have been consulted, but though 
President Roosevelt recalled that 
DeValera was a "warm personal, 
friend," he expressed no sympathy 
with his viewpoint. 

The soldiers were there, reported- 
ly eager for a "crack at the Nazis," 
and getting accustomed to Hritish 
fare, living conditions and surround- 
ings. 

The President was positive In 
stating that aid of the strongest sort 
was being pourt:d into the Pacific 
tliealer of the war, and war depart- 
ment estimates of the total manpow- 
er of the Japanese in .that area was 
1.000,000 men. 

ROAIMIHL: 
Drive Halted 

The counter-drive by Gen. l-^rwin 
Rommel's troops in Libya, which 
had hurled the British back over 
considerable ground to a former bat- 
tleground near Bengasi, had appar 
ently been halted with a terrific 
blast of air power, causing the Ger- 
mans huge losses. 

As Cliurchill icld the house of 
commons that the German-Italian 
casualties had been three timi .; that 
of the British, his cohorts in North 
/\frica had just finished a devastat- 
ing blow to ll-.o Germans, which 
many believed had halted tlum in 
their tracks. 

The advance from Agedabia to 
near Bengasi had found the Ger- 
mans forced to halt for a t:ine to 
organize their supply serviei :^ and 
the British tuak advantage ut this 
respite to do the same. 

But the R.A.F. moved forw..rd to 
attack the supply lines, and report- 
ed the destruction of literally "hun- 
dreds of vehicles including* tanks" 
and that they had reduced the Ger- 
man rear to "utter and hopeless con- 
fusion."
